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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in Japan on April 23, 2003. It is noted, however, that applicant has not 
filed a certified copy of the 2003-1 17761 application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Specification 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains reference 
numbers referring to parts of the drawings. These reference numbers, e.g. packet 
control module (121), are unnecessary and should be removed. Correction is required. 
See MPEP§ 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1 - 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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6. In regards to claim 1 , lines 23 - 26 of the claim recite "said received signal is 
again written in said received signal memory sequentially from said first address while 
writing of said received signal in said received signal memory is stopped" which appears 
to be indefinite because it is unclear how the signal can be written into memory while 
writing into the same memory has stopped. 

7. Line 27 of claim 1 recites "a packet contained in said received signal" which 
appears to be indefinite because it is unclear if it is referring to the packet in line 9 of the 
claim or a new packet within the received signal. 

8. In regards to claim 12, lines 13 - 14 of the claim recite "a packet signal" which 
appears to be indefinite because it is unclear it is unclear if the packet signal is the 
same as the packet signal in line 9 of the claim or is it an entirely new packet within the 
signal. 

9. Claims 1-16 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
